STATE TROOPS CALLED OUT.

Knoxvillf. Teun.. .h\ly, 21.— The rri- 
Aia in the trouble between the ousted 
miners in this district uud the convicts 
who wera brought here from the state 
priMn at NMhriUe, hag at laat been 
reached. Whrs abont fonr bandred 
annci] Rtrikers attacked the guards who 
liad churi^p of abinit fitt> felotiii at Brice- 
rilk'la't W'cdin-^ihiy ami libcrjited their 
chaig», if Wiis coiifidftifly jiiedictt'd that 
this would be but tlie bfiiiiiiiiii!; of a 
federal movement tlinitinliuiit the entire 
miuiuK district tlirotifjhotit the state. 

(iovernur Bncliiuiaii was immediately 
notified and responded by ordering two 
compaiiiue from (Jhattanoo^a anu one 
from Kn«xviUe t<j the scene. Of the 
fifty convicts taken £rum the giiaiiN at 
Ericeville. two escaped and the uilitiiH 
were brought to this city. When the 
militia arrive<l they took the coiivictH 
akiii<; back with them and warned them 
that tbggr woald protact tlMm at all haa- 
ards. 

Ooverunr Buchanan at oiu e proceeded 
to the teat of trouble. ;nid in a neat 
speech explained his ixiHition to the re- 
bellions miners. He told them that it 
wiw lii« sworn duty to tii>hold the law, 
luid if the convict lease system was 
wrong he was not to blame, and that the 
only recourse of tlie men was througii 
tlie legi-^lature. 

The miners announced that their fam- 
ilies were t-tarvin),' and that they were 
comi>elled to drive out the cuiivicts it it 
cost the life of everv man in the vall"v. 
Thi y nia.lr all suit-" of fi.n of tiie iiaiid- 
ful ot lear ll. -- xoiitlis, but declared 
they wiiulil licit iiaiiiitlie •■siii<ler-le','^ed. 
cif,'ar< tte >-miikini; .indes." as they ciiar- 
actcii/.e'l the militia. Ijut as si«on as tli** 
militia were withdrawn they would re- 
lease eveiy (■( .ii'.irt ill the region. Me- 
coming imiiatiei.;. iiuwevcr. at the delay 
In recalling the troops, they dccidi'd to 
try to overcome the tru.ijis liy lon e of 
numbers and succeeded only too well. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday moniing -'.(mio 
miners, farmen and other natives who 
have no occupation at all took jtossessinn 
of the hills around the Briceville camp. 
Fifteen fiundrvd of these were ariiu-d 
with rifles, the n st with sliottftins and 
uiMtols. They came from all the mines 
in a raditw of filly miles. The orgaiii- 
zatiou was conijilcie and their leaders 
placed them along the hillsides with 
military precision. 

At the call to arms the liltle ^'arriscni 
turned out gallantly and prejiared for 
defense. It w^:s u]>pureid, at ;i gi.iiic«?, 
that a tisht would result in a massacre. 
A meetiiifj of the ofiicers was called. 
Some declared that a stout reeistunce to 
the first attack would be snfScient and 
the mob wotild withdraw. Others 
thought that it would be snioldal, vet 
every one was in favor of doiag nis 
duty, notwithstanding the exposed poni- 
tion they were to defend. 

The miners called a parley and were 
met on neutral groutid by Colonel 
Seiver. They stated that they had 
aofficient force to overwhelm the sol- 
diers, but did not care to shed blood if 
tbe convicts war* qnietly tamed over to 
them. Tliis request was emphatically 
refused. The lumers then asked Colonel 
Seiver if he wutild reim^vehis troops and 
take the convicts with him. He asked 
what would be done to the miniiifj cont- 
pauy's pro])erty, which was also under 
fiis ])i-otec1ion. They replied that it 
would not be injtu-ed. 

He also asked that if an attxick would 
be made on the Knoxville Iron com- 

Bmy'a stockade just below Briceville. 
■ach was intended be intended to fall 
back there and ll^ht it out regardless of 
conaequencts. Tlie leader replied tbitt 
no attack would be made. 

The troops then marched ont of cainj), 
caiT}'ing with them the convicts, all 
their commi>«ary supplies and baggage. 
Thay marched to I3riceville and there 
took tbe trr. n to Knoxville. 

After the tiooi>s and convicta bad been 
placed on the train, the mob went to the 
mines of the Knoxville Iron company 
uud surrounded the stockade and cap- 
tured the 105 convicts there with the 

gaurds. They were shipped away to 
Inoxville and arrived here abont 5::i0 
o'clock. All convicts are now here m 
an old building nnder guard. 

A call of some labor laadera has bevn 
been issued for a labor meeting here to- 
night. 

It is reported her* that tha miners at 
OliTer Spriuga have released the I'Jo 
convicts, but this report has not been 
verified. 

The excitement here is intense. Streets 
are crowded and a diveraitv of opinion 
is heard. Many of the labor men nay 
the miners have done right. 

It is known that the leaders c>f 
the mob were not miners, either 
lust week or yesterday. Eugene 
Merritt led in each iustauce. He is a 
small merchant at Briceville, bat is said 
to be a d<3tennined man. He spoke in 
reply to Gtovemor Btiohanan last week 
and really treated tha governor with in- 
dignity. Other leaders are known, and 
the sentiment here is that thev miut b« 
arrested and taken to NashTiUe, as tha 
law provides, and ptmiahed. 

The miners have appt^ted a com- 
mittee to sav what duiatchea shall be 
sent out and what shall not, and this 
comuiittee, or some of it, is in tbe tele- 
graph office all the time and read all the 
matter sent out by the newspaper men. 
The committee, whether self -appointed 
or under the miners' organisation, told 
the operator on dntj At the key that if 
he did not let tham read the messages 
they wotild oat the wires. 

A report comes from Coal Creek say- 
ing the miners declare that no troops 
can b« landed there. There are threats 



that they will wreck the trains or tram 

railroad brid^ces.

N.ssiiMi.i.i;. July 21.— (Jovcinor 15n- 
chainin. who hf« been guiilcd by tlie ut- 
most caution since the miners' tKuihles 
betjnn. has decid'-d to call out the entire 
military of tiie stale, and for that pur- 
pose he has tele^craplietl ea<'h comptmy, 
and instructed (Tcneial .1. L. Weakley 
to arraiig<- r.iilp.ad transportatiun for 
them. Kach ci inpany was ordered to 
secure thiee d.iys' rations. Tents and 
blankt is were issued front the Capitol 
and sent down by the special train. 

The train pulled out at 0 o'clo< k with 
three Nashville companies, u Spiinxfield 
c< mpany and one from Franklin al oard, 
and they will pick np along the line 
eotnpanies from Mnrfreesloro. Slelbf* 
w . . X awahoma and Swanee. Qarka- 
ville KtiU iMlmnon companies passed 
through later, and fotir companies from 
Memphis and ono from Jackson are also 
en route on another special train. There 
are fourteen companies in all, compris- 
ing 450 men, and 100 will be taken on at 
Ciiattanooga. 

Each company was provided with 
2.*m rounds of ball cartridges, while 
the Wasington light artillery takes two 
improved Guttling gnus firing l,2.'tO 
1 lines per minute, with 10,000 rotinds of 
cartridges for each gun. 

After the troops had started Gtovemor 
Buohanan ordered the militar}- to wtiit 
at Knoxville pending further instruc- 
tions. This is done becanse be desires 
to have Attorney General Picketfs 
opinion as to his authority to nuell the 
troubles independent ef the Anderson 
county official. 

Sheriff Rutherfovd* of AndeHon cotm- 
ty. has denied that he has called for the 
assistance of troops and says he don't 
want any troops and did not want any. 
It is reported here that he haa lefft the 
cotiuty to keep ont of any further con- 
nection with the trouble. As a matter 
of fact he summoned the first oompanys 
sent to Briceville as a posse comilatus. 
I iider the law it looks as if the state can 
only interfere in case coimty officials 
call for their service — in other words, 
liiii military- can only be used utider civil 
authority, and it is' this question tliat 
tiie governor desires Attwney General 
I'ii ketts to consider.

Kentucky Weather and Grops 
Following is the weekly crop bulletin 

of the Kentucky State Weather Service, 
in co-operation with the United States 
\V'eather Bureau, for the week ending 
July 17: "The weather conditions of the 
past week have not, as a rule, been so 
favorable to {^rowing crops astlnwof the 
pre<;eding one. Both temperature and 
precipitation were considerably lees than 
the normal, while the amount of sun- 
shine received was about the average 
While generally speaking, all crops look 

well, they will soon .-ufFer unless rain 
falls. This is particularly true of corn 
and tobacco, which are already begihning 
to feel the n(>ed of it. Barring this fact, 
the outlook for both of these crops could 
not be more favorable, and with abund- 
ant rains very soon, it is safe to predict 
excellent yields for both of them. Con 
tinned reports are received of the failure 
of the oat crop, and it now i^peais that 
there is hardly a district in the State 
where it will equal the average, and in 
many sections is a total failiue. Hay is 
reported to be a fine crop. Fmits and 
gudens are in fine condition, though the 
latter need lain. Wheat is now mostly 
threshed, and the yield is reported to be 
very fine, both as to quantity and quality." 

The above was sent out by the bureau 
before it could receive reports as to Sat- 
urday's heavy rain. Tn this section crops 
are not suffering. There are excellent 
prospects for a fine corn and tobacco crop.

London, July 21.— Vienna di8i«tohw 
itete that th« goTemment ii informed 
of fresh arrival* of Russian troops on 
the Oalician border in ntunbere far be- 
yond the ordinary miuinuient* of fron- 
tier duty. It also rejiortpd that the 
Russiuu fortific.iti( iiis have been greatly 
itrengtbened and equipped with gnoa of 
heavier calibre than thoae hitherto 
monnted.
